trious man and a good citizen in e1 ery

a distinct shock to the ent.re commu- 
rity in which he lived and was so well 
| known. 
He followed farming and 


lumbering all his life and was emsid- 
ered an expert timber ast:tnator, his 
services being in demand in this line 
of work. 


He was about 55 years of age and is 


survived by u widow, who was a Miss 
Fuller, two brothers, one of whom is 
H. P. Dowler of Clearfield, and two 
sisters.

relieved at intervals by f ilons bearing 
the American flag, and the whole con- 
nected by festoons of laurels.. At the 
entrances at Fifteenth 
and Seven- 


teenth streets the pilons are excep- 
tionally elaborate. Each is surmount- 
ed by a tripod bearing a cluster of 
lights. 


The illumination of the court will 


be accomplished by lighting each 
pilon and its flag, and also the center 
pediment, by flood lights placed on 
the opposite side of the avenue, by 
lighting the festoons with incandes- 
cent lamps and the urns on the col- 
umns by separate lamps. The globes 
on the mail columns will be kaleidos- 
copic, with an exceptionally wide 
range of colors. White and green will 
be the coloring effect of the court. 
No other colors will be used except 
those of the American flag which have 
been liberally employed in the decor- 
ative scheme.
